Ottawa, Oni., Api-il 29.— The seventh 
Parliament of the Dominion opened to-d6.y, 
at noon. There waa a great gathering of 
iiieiiiber.s. When the task of swearing in 
and signing the roll was gone through. Sir 
John and Hugh John, father and sou, took 
the oath together. It was a proud moment 
for the old man. 

Tho Senate inet at 2:.'1(). .Senators Car- 
ling, Tasse and Montplaisir took their seats. 
\\ hi ll the Depiity Governor arrived, Black 
Rod summoned the Commons, and the latter 
were informed they must elect a .Speaker. 
Thu Governor-General would inform them 
tomorrow of the causes why Parliament 
was .summoned. 

Keiuining to the lower House, the 
Premier nominated Mr. I'eter White for 
.Speaker, lie paid a wai in tribute to that 
gentleman for the ability with wliich he 
liud d.seliarged his duties duruig the 
fourteen years lie had been in parliament. 

.Sir Hector Langevin aecunded the motion. 

Hon. Wilfred Laurier saiil it miglit have 
been expected that a party which professed 
so much love for yritish precedenls and 
British practice, would have proposed the 
lute speaker for re-election. But it seemed 
that 'Tory loyalty was only observable at 
election limes. He agreed with the Premier 
icspccting Mr. White's quahfiuatioiis for 
the speakership, and < the loyal Oppusitiou 
always accepted the good propositions made 
by I he majority. 

Mr. Whi^e was then conducted to tho 
chair by Sir .John and Sir Hector, and re- 
turned thauks for his election. 

Both parties hold caucuses to-morrow. 
Taylor is to be the chief ministerial whip, 
tiucceeding SnialL; Either Ross ot Daly 
will be the whip -for. the Western contin- 
gent. .. .

If there was not enougli water 
at the wharf for the boat to land, surely the 
D.iminiou (loVernment would willingly com- 
p'ete the work. 

Ald. Smith said that on Friday alter- 
nonn last ho asked Capt. Clarke, the harbor 
master, if there was .sulBcient water at the 
onier dock for the ship to land. The captain 
replied that there wa.s any quantity of 
water at the wharf, but the f.ict luni been 
overlooked that there was n little sandljaiik 
outside, that was only covered by twenty- 
thiee feet at the lowest atugo of the tide. 
This fact had been brought to the notice of 
the gentleman having charge of the dredger 
iind he rep'ied that he waa very sorry, hut 
ho had allowed the " MuiUark " to go to 
Vancouver to deepen the water along the 
wlnuf tbeie. He (Aid. Smith) h"d heard 
the captain of the limpiess told the same 
thing. .Surely it wan better to have the 
ship do as she did, tliau ground in trying t 
eomc to the whirf. It wus simply on acculei) 
tal oversight in not having the survey mud 
before the dredger was sent away. It was 
a !<mall matter, anyway. If tbe ship had 
come alongside, she wouldn't have 'dis- 
charged one pound of the 500 tons of Vic 
toria freight she had on board. What Vic- 
torians shonld do to secure the recognition 
of their rights by the C.P.B., was to show 
that railway that they could get along 
without it. Tf Victoria got the Northern 
Piicifie or the Union Pacific in, the C. P.U 
would very soon recognize its iniportnnce. 

Ai,n. Rknouk, in reply to Aid. Mnnn, 
said that ho was at the dock at 7 o'cbick on 
TneMlay morning, when tbe steiiiier hove 
in siulit. -At that mument there vv.ite; 
eniin;;h on the bar for her to cross, if she 
sailed immediately. That would have dune 
Victoria no ^oud ; and if the Hteamer had 
remained at the wharf any time she could 
not have got out. Thete was 121 feet of 
water over the bar at low water, and t he 
ihip was drawing 2.'t feet 8 inebes. Am far 
as the CP R. was coneerned, they weie not 
intending to slight Victoria. C'iipt. .Mar- 
shall's instructions were to cune to llie 
wliarf at Victoria if he had sullieicnt water 
to float safelj" in. If the water had been 
there the ship would have come in. The 
intention was to cill, in the nrdinary man- 
ner, at Victoria, 0:1 both outward and in- 
ward trips. 

Mayor Guant remarked that inasmuch 
as so many hud been talking about the 
steamer not coming into the wharf, he 
might say that he had no doubt but that 
the reason was simply that, owing to the 
lidL'C of sand that had been overlooked, she 
could not come in safely. He hud seen the 
chart provided the C.P.R. company by the 
harbor/, master, and - would try and jget a 
copy to lay before the board. Havwjr it 
bcfur^' th'em, the owners of the steamer 
would have run risks in having her come to 
the wharf. If it had been his boat, he cer- 
tainly would have done as the captain did. 

WIDKNI.VO VIKW STKKIiT. 

Ai.d. MclviLLiCAN called atteution to the 
neglect of the hti eet cnminitteo to c.irry out 
the wiilening of View stre"t. He hoped 
that be would not have to secure u place in 
the coniuiitteo to get this inueh needed 
work done.

It la Ineanibeiit On Every Cltlsen To Fill la 
the Siiliednles anfl to Auswer Quuttoni 
Asked. 

There are some people who liesitntc to 
farniah the census euumeiaturs with the in- 
forntation demanded by tlie schedules. 
These they aifiirm are too much of an inquis- 
itorial character. Moreover, they fear that 
particulars regardiug thcmaelvei and their 
concern's may leak out and be used to their 
disadvantage. These oltjections are covered 
by the following extract from the manual of 
instructions to officers— " These schedules 
are never seen except l>y the commissionuia 
and others engaged in taking and compiling 
tho census, who, besides being sworn officers 
bound not to divulge any iudiviilual infor- 
mation, care very little for and Iiavo no in- 
terest in the several stuteineuta contained 
in thcni. The obligation of imlividual citi- 
zens to give the iuforiiiation deinuiided is 
enforced umler tlie .lubjoiu d penal clauses : 

" 17. Every person wlio kviliuby, or with- 
out lawfulexcu-e reluscs or neglects to lillup, 
to tho best of his knowledge and belief, any 
scheeulo which lie has been required tu lill 
up by any enumeriiior or any other person 
employed in the execution of this Act, or 
refuses or neglects to sign and deliver up or 
otherwise return the same when und a.s rc- 
qnired, or makes, 'iigiis, delivers or returns, 
or causes to bo made, sijined, delivered or 
returned, any wilfully false luinwer or siate- 
nicnt us to any matter specified in a:icli 
schedule, shall incur a penalty not excei d- 
ing forty d<dlais and not less than one 
dollar. 42 V., e. 21, s. 15. 

" 18. Every person who, without lawful 
excuse, retusm or neglects to answer, or 
who wilfully auswi'is falsely any question 
requisite] for obtaining any inforiiiution 
sought in respect uf the census.or pertinent 
thereto, which bos been asked ' of him by 
any enumerator or other person employed 
in tho execution of this Act, shall, for every 
such refusal or neglect, or wil|ully falsa 
answer, incur a penalty not ezcooding 
twenty dollars and not .lesa than five dof 
lars. 42 V., c. 21, s. 16."

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THE OUTER WJIAUP. 

An article in tlie Times, last eveniiiR, is 
calculated to create the impression tliut uo 
effort has been mudo, or is being made, to 
provide proper facilittea for the .docking of 
steamers of any class at Victoria. This is 
not the case. It is now over a year since 
Mr. R. P. Rithet began his extensive im- 
provements at the outer clock. A long 
breakwater has been constructed, ami the 
•hief portion of a new pier, which will ex- 
tend some hundreds of feet beyond the pre- 
sent one, has also been built. The dredger 
Mudhirk was conslructed so that thirty feet 
of water could be provided at extreme low 
tide. Another dredge, to be operated from 
a track laid on the new pier, is also re.uly 
for the work of transferring tlie ma- 
terial from the bo^ia formed by the two 
piers'to the space on the south-east side 
which is to be filled up to a level with the 
dock, the land thus made to be a site for 
extensive warehouses. Uc are not iiwaro 
of the expenditure so far, l.ut it will reach 
one hundred thousand dollars at least. 

The Mudlark was hard at work, all 
through the winter' months, dredging the 
basin and the approach to the wharf to the 
required deptli, and it w.as thought, before 
the vessel was permitted to go to Vancouver, 
to provide sud'.cient depth of water fur the 
now boats to land there, that twtniy-eiglit 
feet, at lowest tide, bad been secured in the 
approach and alongside the old outer wharf. 
Unfortunately for Victoria, when the official 
survej' was made this did not prove to be 
the ca?e, for it was found thai a snnll 
ridge of sand had been overlooked by the 
dredging party, and on this, at the lowest 
tides, there were hut twenty-two feet. 

If there was a failure to provide sufBcient 
water to float the China boats at all stag' s 
of the tide it was not the f.iult of the onti^r- 
prising owner of the outer wliarf. In fact, 
R. 1'. Ritlut & Co. 'a dredger has been do- 
ing the work that the Duminion (iove n- 
ment should have undertakeu. -It is un- 
doubtedly the duty of the company to do 
dredging at the wharves, but it is not re- 
quired of them to dredge llie approacli t i 
Victoria's harbor. That is the work of the 
Government, and every dollar that has su 
far been expended by private enterprise in 
carrying on such work should lie re- 
funded. When the Empress arrived on 
Tuesday morning the water was at half-tide, 
and the harbor master and pilots all concur 
in stating that it would have been possible 
to have docked the boat at the outer wliarf, 
and that she might hive remained there for 
some hours in perfect safety. 

While it is to be regretted that the 
dredger's work was not " checked over " 
before she was oUowcd to depart for Van- 
couver, 80 that no question as to the depth 
of the water could have arisen, it cannot be 
said that little or nothing had been done to 
provide' safe . dockage. The sneers in the 
Times, therefore, are quite uncalled for, 
That paper must either be deaf or it does 
not tell the truth, when it says : " We hear 
of no effort being about to be made wheiehy 
this port can be made available as an actnal 
point of touch for ships the size of the Em- 
press of India," As has beeu stated, it was 
believed, when the dredge was sent to Van- 
couver, tlrnt a eofficient depth of water had 
been provided for the first boat. And so 
there was except at a very low stage of the 
tide. The n -w pior, on wliicli a large num- 
ber of nuni are now working, is being built 
;,ot njasonry, and will be extended out so that 
vesselsof any draughtwillfind plentyof water 
no niatter how low the tide may be. As 
soon as the dredger returns from Vancouver 
the small obstruction in the channel will be 
renioved, and there will bo no reason why 
the China boats cannot come alongside the 
old dock. In Mr. Rithet Victoria has a 
most enterprising citizen. He talkis little, 
but does a great deal ; aitd it is a pity that 
other and wealthier citizens of Victoria, 
whose interests, like Mr. Rilhet's, are 
bound up with the prosperity of the place, 
do not exhibit a similar epirit of energy and 
enterprise. If they would but, do so there 
would be no questioning the faot that Vic- 
toria would make, even' more satisfactory 
progress than she has done in the past two 
years. The frivolous and untruthful way 
in whicli our evening eontemp irary treats 
so important a subject as the one discussed 
will h« generally condemned by all who 
have any knowledge of the faota. ' 

A FEAl'lTRROF THE AGE. 

The belief is general that cities are 
everywhere becoming disproportionately 
large. People in all civilized countries are 
flocking from the rural districts into the 
towns. The quiet life of the farm and its 
continuous and unexciting labor is distaste- 
ful to many young persona of both sexes. 
They condemn life in tho country as dull, 
and long for tho excitement and bustle of 
the cities. Besides, if the truth must be 
told, there are not a few who do not liko 
the hard and rough work of the fanu. 
They boliovo that a living can bo made 
more easily in tho city. They read, too, of 
the prizes which nro to be won in cities 
and each hopes that he or she may win one 



of tliom. They know little about the draw- 
backs of life in cities, how very Bmall a 
proportion of those wlio live in them attain 
any great mtaaure of success. They are 
bound to go and " seek their fortune," an.l 
warnings and good advice are thrown 
away upon them. 

The census recently taken in tho United 
States shows pretty clearly the extent of 
this migration from coiintry to town. In 
ISSO the number of people living in tliecities 
and towns of that country of over 8,000 pop- 
ulation was 11,318,547 or 22.57 per cent, of 
the whole population of tho country. In 
1890 tho population of the cities and towns 
was IS.'ilW.OTO, or 2!). 12 per cent, of the in- 
hiibitants of the Union. This is a very con- 
siderable proportionate increase, but not 
grjator than one might expect. It is, how- 
ever, far greater than that of any previous 
decade, Filling the towns at tho expense 
of the country ie an unpleasant feature of 
the time, and some say it is adangeious one. 
The urban population is always more excit- 
able and harder to manage than tho rural 
population. It is in the cities that what 
are called the dangerous olassoS' dwell, and 
it is in them ' thnt the movements which 
threaten to convulse society take their rise. 

. A BIO DEBT. 

The National debt of Franco is exceid- 
ingly large. It amounts to about ,'il,G-10,- 
000,000 francs, or about §(),329,00O,O00. 
The French have to pay, as interest on their 
National debt alone, some §203,000,000 an- 
nually. The French Governmeni pursues u 
very astute policy with regard to its debt. 
It does sverything in its power to encourage 
small capitalists, fai mers and mechanics to 
invest tln ir savings in Ciovernniont so.;uri- 
ties. It t ixes joint stock companies heavily, 
but money invested in Government securi- 
ties pays no tax. The consequence is 
farmers and mechanics buy rentes with their 
spare caih. This immense dtbt is one of 
the guarantees of the continuance of peace. 
The French Government must be careful 
not to add greatly to its debt. Taxation is 
very high in France, and its Government 
has the greatest difSoulty in those piping 
times of "' peace to make both sides 
meet. It is said, ton, that its 
population is actually decreasing ut the 
rate of 30,000 a year. Any considerable 
increaseof taxation, such as n great war, 
would be more than the already over- 
burdened . people of .France could bear. 
Discontent would be sure to be the result of 
a large addition to tho national buidens, 
and disonnlent ii\ France soon develops 
into revolution. The French peasant of 
these days is very fond o^ money. He 
pinches himself and his family to save a 
few fi>*08, and the .Governmunt which 
takes ' them from him, or whose policy 
makes his little invesLinents insecure, will 
not enjoy his support long. The p i!-sion 
for "glory !" semis to have pretty well died 
out among Fri nclimcn, and the desire to 
make money, and to keep it, has taken its 
place. There -are sotne who lament the 
chnngei but it is more than likely that both' 
Franco and tho world are tho butler for it. 
There are several other nations of Europe 
w.iich are deterred from committing a 
breach of the peace, because they are deeply 
in debt, and wi»r is terribly expensive. 



-4iV UNPATRIOTIC ORGAN. 

There are some propositions so fair, so 
pliin, 80 conspicuously true, that they are 
aJinitted to be self-evident by ninety-nine 
pel sons out of every himdred. One of these 
is, thiit a law, after it has Iteen framed and 
enacted by the representatives of the people 
and sanctioned by the Governor or .Sover- 
eign, should have a fair trial. This com- 
mnn-sense, as well as fair-play, dictates, yet 
the organ of theOpposition with an audacity, 
which, if it did not proceed from theer stu 
pidity or blind and reckless factiousness 
might be admired, finds it impossible to 
concur in a proposition which to most peo- 
ple is axiomatic. Its opposition is generally 
not of a kind that commands le-pect wheu 
there is a possibility of its being eli'cctive, 
but it is positively absurd and miuchitvous 
when it is continued agtiinst a law 
that hns just been enacted and is on its 
trial. 

Continuing to oppose a measure after it 
be ;ome3 law is proof of the stroncest kind 
thit the person who does so is not only 
factious, but possesses an iuordinato amount 
of self-esteem, Suuh on opposition assumes 
that in his own opinion he knows more and 
has a sounder judgment than many persons 
who, it is fair to presume, are, at the very 
Icftit, ((uiteas well informed, as clear-headed 
and as unprejudiced as he. They, after 
due deliberation, have decided that the 
law is a good one end what the country 
needs. But the factiouii opponent not only 
dnea not acquiesce in these decisions, but 
will not give the law a fair trial. He is so 
wedded to his own views, and has b'o high 
an opinion of his own ability that ho cannot 
bring liimself to believe that any one who 
dilTers from him can by any pcssibility be 
right. He therefore keeps up an agitation 
which cannot posfiibly, for a time at least, 
effect the purposes he intends, bat mriy do 
harm by placing obstruction in the way of 
the 0[)ei-atioii of the law. 

If the citizens of a free country generally 
refusi d to accept the situation, and coii- 
tiimod to oppose laws which in their pas- 
sage through the legislature they disap- 
pi^ved, there would be endless confusion, 
anil it would be impossible to give any law 
a fair trial. There are very few laws, in- 
dce<l, which, when they are in iho shape of 
bill-), were not strenuou-dy oppoicd. .Some 
objected to the piinciplo of tiie meisure, 
others to Iho details and all, no doubt, 
sincerely believed that it should not become 
law. Somttiines the opponents of a ineas- 
uie are righl, but quite as often 
the operation of the law prove) that they 
were wrong. 15ul if thise objectors kept 
up tho agitation against the law and con- 



sidered it their duty continually to inveigh 
against it and to impede its operation, as 
far lis they could, what would be tho condi- 
lion of Iho community in which such a state 
of things existed? The whole country 
would bo divided into almost as many fac- 
tions as there are laws, one faction trying 
to put tho law they favored in force, and 
another doing its lie^t to prevent its work- 
ing well. Hut good citizens of all parties 
do not pursue this stuijid and unpatriotic 
course,. They consider it their duty, as 
long as a law is on the statute book, to obey 
it, aud until it hns been proved to bo bnd 
to give it a fair triivl. There arc .'oiiu', in- 
daed, who contend that this principle is 
m )re effective in tho case of bid laws than 
in that of good ones. When u bad law is 
put rigidly in force, they argue, tlie people 
soon get sick of it and agitate for its repeal. 
But they are not so senseless or so unfair as 
to condemn it until it is tried. Experience, 
therefore, has proved that the best course 
which thoso who wish their country well 
should pursue is to respect. tho law and to 
give all laws, those that tbey believe to be 
bad OS well as those, which they are con- 
vinced are good, a fair trial. If the Times 
gave the subject due conaidcration it would 
not, wo think, declare* that it found it im- 
possible to concur with this principle, which 
is, indeed, an essential of good citizenship.

Dry goods have been very quiet because 
of tho changeable and uncertain Wf at her, 
but at present are moving much'more freely, 
tho opinion being that tlloro must lie u 
clinntic settlement before long. Trade has 
nor, by any means, been op to exp ctatious, 
retaile'ra liesitiitiiig to stock up, to winch 
resolve tlie comparative scarcity of cash 
among them has mattriully contributed. 

Grocery purchases at wholesale have been 
of a band to mouth character, though at 
retail there ii a large consumptive demand. 
The sugar question is, to some ovtint, 
agitating ihoso who handle tliu article in u 
large way, as they cannot make up their 
minila whether the tariff will be chanj;cd, or 
in what way they must meet tho competi- 
tion likely to arise because of the abolition 
of the American duty on the raw article. 

Canned fruits and vegetables have an 
upward tendency. There is no chunge as 
yet in canned salmon, and the quantity of 
output at tho canneries this season i^ un- 
certain, owing to tlie large atdclts ludil in 
Great Brituiu. Meats are firm and well 
hehl. 

Nails are eaaier owing to a Ijrcak in the 
combine. Farmer's implements are at pres ^ 
ent rushing, mid though in builder's ma- 
terial there is a very fair amount of s'rengih 
the tightness of money aincnK contractors 
prevents any more purcha!<es being miade 
than are absolutely needed. 

Business in lumber is only fair; supplies 
are ample, but much of the article which is 
being used has not been seasoned. 

Paints and oils are active, this being the 
season when they are moat leiiuircd. Up 
to the prt'Siiiil the weather had materially 
int"rfered with much active work. 

The demand for coal has fallen off on ac- 
count of the warmer weather; but there is 
no let up in prices. 

There ia a Kood deal of activity in cattle 
and sheep, and prioss are very firm, the 
rise of some Wieks bauk being sustained.

San FRAyciaco, April '28. — This morn- 
ing, the presidential purty started on u 
tour around the bay. From early morning 
tho streets leading to Broadwaylwharf were 
packed by an immense number of people, 
who, in their anxiety to get a view of tho 
president, climbed on house tops, roofs and 
neighboring wharf structures, and into the 
rigging ot ships, and tho large rush to pro 
cure tickets on excursion steamers com 
monced early and continued until their 
decks swarmed with people. The aluppinc? 
was gayly decorated for the e.vcursion. 
Flags of all nations flouted from stem to 
stern and small crafts dotted the bay. 

When the presidential party arrived in 
open carriages they were greeted with tre- 
mendous cheering by the multitude. The 
party and invited guests boarded thesteam- 
ship City of Puebla. She cut loose at 1U..S0 
o'clock, and steamed slowly along the eity 
front and the excuraion steamers followed 
closely iu her wake. Off Alcatraz island, 
the cruiser Charleston and the government 
cutters Rush, Coi win, Madronz and Uasler 
were anchored. The murinea on board the 
Charleston were drawn up on the after 
(leek and sainted as the Fuebltt TOtsied np 
the stream, the band playilig "Hail' Col- 
umbia." 

At about 4 o'clock the party took up a 
station on a stand which had been erected 
so that ii surrounded the ram of the coast 
defen?<e vessel Monterey as she lay in the ways 
almost ready to be launched. The hull of the 
big armour clad vessel had been puiiited 
from her deck down to the water line a lieht 
gray white below a coat of red lead, with a 
cooler tone on the upper plate. There were
